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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: although applicant contends that Soechtig does 
not show the instant invention, the examiner maintains her rejections. 

Applicant contends that Soechtig does not show the invention because he does not show adjustment of the volumetric flow rates while 
being conveyed through the circulation lines to the volumetric flow rate during the changeover from circulation to shot operation. This is 
not persuasive as Soechtig shows adjusting the pump (9) which in turn adjusts the volumetric flow rate (See Figure 5; Column 6, lines 62- 
64; see Column 7, lines 3-15 for information on how pump (9) is adjusted). See Figure 1 for support that the adjustment happens while 
the material is being conveyed through the circulation lines and the shot operation (circulation lines=22 (see Fig. 5; Fig. 1 between 
element 9 and elements 8 & 7), shot operation occurs after material exits the mixing chamber (7) (see Figure 1; Column 4, lines 54-57). 

Applicant contends that Soechtig does not show the instant invention because he controls the pressure by control of the nozzle position, 
not the flow rate. This is not persuasive because the nozzle position controls the flow rate, so if the nozzle position is changed, this will 
have a direct effect on the flow rate flowing through the nozzle. 

Applicant contends that Soechtig does not show the instant invention because he does not show control to maintain a constant pressure. 
This is not persuasive because maintanence of constant pressure is not necessarily claimed. 

Applicant contends that Brown does not suggest the instant invention because he does not disclose teachings with respect to volumetric 
flow rates. This is not persuasive because Brown was not cited to show this limitation. It is noted that the rejections of claims 2 and 3 
have a typographical error in the heading, as Soechtig should have been cited prior to Brown. However, in the body of the rejections, 
Soechtig is identified as the primary reference. 

Applicant contends that Brown and Soechtig do not suggest the instant invention because Soechtig uses a different method to control the 
pressure. This not persuasive for the reasons discussed above. 
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
